AT THE CONDUCTORS’ PICNIC AT | 


SP RING BANK, 


The Philosopher Attends the FPicn'e and Bscomes 
Retrospective, and Tells of the Days When 
fhere Were No Railroads and Conductors 
Bell and Hargis as Farmers. 


The conductor’s picnic was a success, and 
s0 was the rain. A more beautiful place than 
Captain Waying’s could not have been chosen, 
and it was generous and kind in him and his 
gocd wife, to consent that that three or four 
thousand people might tramp all over his 
lawn and meadow, and mash down his clover, 
and break down his verarda and borrow his 
buckets and pitchers and tumblers, and fish 
in his pond, and tumble down his stone wall 
and tear down his barbed wire 
and take possession of his house and his 
stable and shoot holes in his shade trees and 
pluck his beautifal flowers and do other things 
too tedious to mention. Yes, it was very kind 
and as he looked on he smiled and said, “Well, 
it is only fora day and it is not half so bad as 
war.”’- There were hundreds of nice people, 
good people, there, but there are always some 
who are thoughtless and rude and forget the 
proprieties of life. The picnic was a bigger 
thing than anybody anticipated anda great 
many came withcut baskets or umbrellas and 
took their chances and went home hungry and 
damp. Mrs. Waring was troubled, for 
the hungry kept coming and wanting dianer 
for three or for four or some other numberand 
seemed to think it was a hotel just fitted up 
for the occasion. She had about forty guests 
of her own and so had to turn these voluateors 
away sorrowing.

When Napoleon Bonaparte wasin Egypt he 
addressed his veterans and said, “Soldiers! 
Forty centuries are looking down upon you 
frcm the heights of those pyramids.” 

But only sixty years were looking down 
upon us from these green clad 
bills and mountains of Cherokee, Georgia— 
hills and mountains that are older, 
higher and grander than the pyramids, and 
the occasion was one not of war, but of peace, 
I say sixty years, for before that time there is 
no record and scarcely any history so far as 
this region is concerned, Just fifty years ago 
the redman burned his wigwam, drew his 
coarse blanket over his shonlders, and with 
wife snd children following, began his forced 
and sorrowful march to a land he had never 
eeen. They had long been happy here among 
these hills and valleys and along these fast 
flowing streams, but it was destiny a 
manifest destiny that they should go, for their 
ways were not our ways. Many a time, in the 
long ago, T have cat and listened to the pitifal 
tale as told by the old men who carried arms 
bebind that. faneral procession. ‘My compa- 
ny,” said one, “was kept busy digging graves 
and burying Indians. Four thousind died on 
the march before we crossed the great rivor. 
They died of broken heaits. The Indisn’s 
heart is tender, aud his love is strong for the 
home of his youth, fe 

Our earliest memories are tinged with the 
awifnl dread we had of those Indiars. We 
lived ina border county, and sometin s they 
were brought as prisoners to be placed in our 
grapite jail, Their color, and dress, and sullen 
defiance impressed us. ‘Tne few books of his- 
tory we had, told of Indian barbarities: the 
wars of King Phillip and the massacre of Wyo- 
ming, and many a dicam’ was troabled with 
blood cuidling scenes, especially if 
we haa eaten tried ham or  gresn 
corn fersuppsr. ‘“‘Injrns” and “roa Wav niz- 
gers” were the horrors of oar childwow, If in 
our wanderings i iu the baboring #508 we cage 
across a hog bed ora big hold in tha eround we 
were sure that a black manor ared man had 
just left and was In} ing in ambash pot far 
away. Andso with palnitating hearts wud. 
fleeting steps we departed those cuvasi with 
alacrity. 

But familiarity with danger a 
contempt fer it, aud 80 sdon 
the treaty Was signed and the lottery of 1832 
had opened up this region to the white man; a 
restless, adventurous class migrated here and 
began to occupy. The hunting grounds were 
the chiefattraction to most of them. Thedeer 
and turkey and bear and wildcats and wolves 
—the rivers that abounded in fish—the high 
mountains and green valleys, and the wild 
weods that echoed the sharp crack of the rifle 
were fascinating to the hardy settler who, like 
Daniel Boone, was tired of civilization, its la ws 
and customs and restrictions, 

But the Indian has gone and the places that 
knew him shall know him no more. Like the 
Aztec and the mound-builder, his race is 
doomed, The black man has taken his place 
as the inferior race, but he will never take Kis 
place in lofty bearing and pride and emotion. 
Jobn Randolph boasted of bis Pocohontas 
blood, and the haljt-breeds do now _ boast 
of their Indian blood, but nature is 
shocked at the union of other races. Half a 
century bas wrought wonderful changes in this 
immediate region. Fifty yearsagothese hardy 
hunters brought down their game with theold 
flint and steel rifles, the same weapons their 
fathers used at New Orleans in 1812, aud they 
wented no trustier friend. They named their 
guns Petsy and Polly Ann and Sarah Jane, 
after their wives and sweethearts, and always 
said “she” and ‘‘her” with appropriate affection. 
There was then not a percussion cap nora 
bieech loacer in the worid. There were no 
matches nor steel pews, no cooking stoves, no 
cotton presses, nO reapers nor MmOwers, no sew- 
ing machines, no telegraphs nor telephones, no 
lights but the torch and the tallow candle, no 
stcamships nor railroads, and of course, no 
“conducicrs” nor engineers. 

Fifty years ago Captesin Hargis was 
but a skinny schoolboy fighting his way from 
“baker” to “crucifix” in the old blue back 
spelling book. He got a licking every day and 
even then was not content, furhedid not get 
half enough todo him. I think that he went 
to school to old Colonel Fouche, that terror of 
bad boys, and it is said that Dick never found 
out who sat behind him, for he was afraid to 
look round. Fifty years ago Sanford Bell was 
climbing simmon trees in North Carolina and 
had to put tar on his heel to keep from slip- 
ping down as he plucked the delicious fruit 
from the limbs and stuffed his craw and his 
pockets. Fifty yearsago Captain Ma 73 Was 
fighting yaller jackets and fishing for minnows 
and picking chinkaping and string- 
ing them -to make a necklace 
for his sweetheart. She was too short and he 
was too long and they never mated, bat he 
| came out al) rightin the long run. ‘And Cap- 
tain Moore, I don’t Know what he was doing, 
but I do know that all these venerable con- 
ductors haye a fancy for farming. Sanford 
Bel) bas his broad acres near Catoosa and raises 
his hog and hominy, but Hargis told me con- 
fidentially that it took all that Sanford made 
on the road to buy corn to feed his stock, and 
Senford told me that every few days Dick Har- 
gis had a bale of hay slipped into the baggage 
carat Chattanocga and put off at Cass station, 
and they both told me that Captain Moore 
bought all his butter in Atlanta and begged 
inguns and turnip greens from his nabors. 

I told Captain Moore about this 
and he said that “if some folks who live now 
had have lived in the days of Annanias and 
Sappira, their children would have been left 
orphans all of a sudden,” and so, out of re- 
spect for them all, we must believe them all.

Over 1,800 Members of the Sands Family in 
_ Zhis Country Inherit $75.000,000 

NEwsvuerG, May 18—City Librarian Charles 
Es abrood bas just retarned from a meeting of 
the Sands family in New York. This family 
has inherited nearly $75,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty in England, It aprearsthat in the six- 
teenth century Queen Elizabeth of England 
sppointed the Rev. Edwin Sandys as one of the 
translators of the Bible from the Greek, and 
in return for earnest work done made him 
archbishop of York. He posses.ed considerable 
property, which desended by heritage to Cap- 
tain James Sandys. The latter at length de- 
clined to aid in supporting the Church of Eng- 
land and in 1633 came to America. His estate 
was confiscated to the English crown and so 
remained untila few years ago, when pariia- 
ment passed by an almost unanimous vote a 
bill deeding back to “egal representatives of 
the archbishop” the confiscated estate. Inthe 
meantime, owing to the enhanced valuation of 
property, the estate had grownto beworth a 
trifle less than $75,000,000. 

Time bad wrought many changes on this 
side of the ocean too. The name of Sandys had 
been changed to Sands and it was to trace this 
family back tothe original branch that Mr. 
Estabrood had devoted much of his time and 
experded no little sum of money. He has thus 
far suceeded in placing 1,800 decendants on 
the list and is in receiptoffrom three to twen- 
ty letters daily asking for information. He 
will probably publish the genealogy of the 
Sands family in book form.

The evening 
begen to close, and on arriv’ng at a dull part of 
the road, overhurg by high banks and covered 
with fuize and briars, he suddenly found him-

ETUNNED BY A BLOW 
by some one from behind, and ho fell insonsi- 
ble to the ground. 

When he became semi-conscious he discoy- 
ered he was bleeding and lying in a wet ditch, 
half-drowned, apparently in his own blood. A 
man was Jeaning over hin, and humanely en- 
deavoring to assisthim. Finally he concladed 
that Suarez was dead, andZstarted off to make 
known his discovery. It was nearly dark when 
Suarez roused himself and resumed his tramp. 
His clothes were wet through, and after wash 
ing himself he puton another sait, which he 
carried in a knapsack. He recalled the ill- 
looking fellow at the inn, who cast such sinis 
ter glances at his money, and immediately 
suspected him as his assailant. The fellow, 
however, had not secured Suarez’s money, and 
the latter thought it very funny that the fellow 
had not robbed him, as the object of the assault 
was undoubtedly robbery.

At length the man who first 
approached Suarez left his companions, and go- 
ing out of the inn returned shortly after with 
a constsble, and without farther ceremony 
hended Suarez over in charge of the official, 
who immediately proceeded to search his pris- 
orer.

Svarcz’s own money and his own blood on 
his face was given in evidence egainst him; the 
story wis complete in all its details, aad the in- 
vestigation ended in the prisoner bsing com 
mitted to the county jail to awai; trial for the 
willful murder of a pe'son unknown, and the 
constable was ordered to make dilligeat search 
for the body.

It was contrary to common sense, and would, 
of course, be looked upon as the desperate ats 
tempt of the hardened villain, 
TO BAFFLE THE ENDS OE JUSTICE, 

The trial proceeded. The audience shuddered 
as they heard the glaring facts. And, ob! what 
looks of horror and reproach were cast at the 
prisoner! Prejudice, with her myriad ears, was 
geping or,and gulping down the palp:ble 
story. The witnesses gave their evidence with 
clearness and precision, The landlord of the 
little public house where Suarez first on 
wes called to prove his having seen the dollars 
in the porseegion of the murdered man when at 
his house.

Hope dawned on Suarez warmly enough. He 
was Called on for his defense, and told his tale 
simply and composedly, and his heart beat 
calmly. 

The judge summed up briefly aad directed 
the jury, as usual, that there was any doubt, 
the prisoner should be entitled to the benofit 
of it. The jory obeyed the direction of the 
judge, and the verdict of “not guilty” alone 
afforded Suarez the melancholy satisfetion of 
relating to the writer sufferings no; to be found 
among the destines of any other man in tho 
world, 

Some ill-natured people, notwithstanding 
the verdict, still believed Saarez to ba guilty, 
but the majority called him innocent; and 
while the newspapers were zealously arguing 
pro and con the question, he quietly slipped off 
to this country, and is now living in tolerable 
ease in Brooklyn, and no one has ever since 
ventured to dispute the point with him whether 
he is dead or aiive.

A Strange Life.

John W. Martin died at his residence in 
Morgan ccunty, Georgia, on the 27th day of 
April, 1587, being at the time of his death 
seventy-six years and twenty-four days old. 
He was born in Franklin county, Geargia, 
April 3rd. 1811. He was raised in north 
east Georgia, and wasa twin brother of W. T. 
Martin, better known as Major Bill, of Bauks 
county. He was also a brother of the late Hon. 
Phillip Martin, of Tugalo Valley. His father 
was accidently killed, before John W. and W. 
T. aMitin were born, the widow having five 
boys and one girl to raise and perform her 
duiy as best see could. At aboutthe age of 
seventeen, John W. was at Lawrenceville 
completing his education. He was married in 
Hall county over fifty yeas agoto Miss Betsy 
Crew, who, together with a large family of 
children and grandchildren survive to mourn 
his demise. He moved from northeast Georgia 
to Greene connty in December, 1549 and 
thence to Morgan county in the following 
December, where he lived up to the time of his 
death. He raised five boys and girls, and ig is 
a singular fact thatthey never were, all of 
them, under the parental roof stone tins 
His two eldest danghters were ma-ried bafore 
the war. His eldest son was with Leein Vir- 
ginia, his youngest davghter was born sooa 
after the late war; his daughter, Mrs, Esper, 
was living in Kentucky at Bowling Gree», 
when the chclera was raging in that country 
~three of her childred dying almoston the 
the same day, shodetermined, with her two 
sulviving children, to flee to her father in 
this county, but she, too, was stricken down on 
her way home at Atlanta, where her father 
and mother went and lovingly ministered at 
her dying bedside. Her babe survived and 
was taised by her father. John W. Martino 
was well known in Morgan county asa good 
neighbor and a true friend, and will be mourn- 
ed by ail whoknewhim.

AMONG OUTLAWS. 


Battie Benton's Fight With a Gang of Riv- 
7 er Pirgtes. 

Frem the New York Sun. | 

The edventure of Hattie Benton, a girl of 16" 
with a gang of outlaws on the Ar river, 
proved ter bravery to be equal to that of any 
wan living. Soon after the war, while every- 
thing was yet in confasion in the south, and 
especially in the southwest, Benton moved 
from Missouri to Ark ansas,and settled upon the 
Arkansss river at a point midway between 
Pine Bluff and Arkansas Post. The. coantry 
was then full of outlaws of all sorts, and rob- 
bery, ssseseination, ard murder were rife in 
the lonely sections. Benton lived on the bank 
of the river, and furnished wood to the steam- 
boats. Hattie was his ovly child, and had been 
accustomed to the wild life of the west since 
babyheod. The mother was dn invalid, who 
could scarcely leave the house or wait upon 
herself. The father wasa man of fiery temper, 
and people soon learned that to attempt any 
love ceahia wth the girl would be pretty cer- 
tain to end fn somebody’s death. The three or 
four gallants who came sighing about, were 
made to walk the plank, and in time it came to 
be known along the river that the old man 
Benton looked upon his daughter a3 too good a 
match for any one in those parts. Then it was 
that an outlaw named Jack Commerford sent 
the old man a message that he was coming to 
make Hattie his wite. The fellow was propri- 
etor of a floating whisky shanty, and had two 
or three hard cases constantly with him. While 
there was no question that this crew was guilty 
of stealing and robbing and worse, the victims 
hesitated to complain, and the law to arrest. 

Commerford heard of the girl long ensugh 
before he saw her, and the first Benton heard 
of the outlaw was by way of a message 12 
which Cummerford told him that he would be 
(n band in about ten days to look the girl over, 
and if she suited him, he would take her away. 
The father boiled over at the impudence of the 
meess ge, and he arranged to kill the outlaw on 
sight. Hai it been known just how he would 
have come Cammerfvrd would have been wel- 
comed with a bullet, but the messenger did not 
state that part of it, and after beiag on his gaard 
several days the father began to relax-his vigi- 
lance and believe the message to be nothing 
more than an idle boast. 
down fo his wood pi'es to finda shantyboat 


- moored at the bank, aud a rough-looking fel- 


low just coming ashore. Jack Cammerford and 
his gang had arrived, and the villain in- 
tended to make his words good. Benton was 
not armed; the outlaw had a rifle in his hands, 
Suspecting some evil, the pioneer started to re- 
treat, but was shot in the back before he had 
gone thirty feet,and he was dead almost as 
soon as the outlaw reached him. The three men 
then proceeded to the house together. The 
mother and daughter was preparing break fast, 
and were ordered to make provision for their 
visitors. They had heard the rifle shot, but 
before they could voice their suspicions of what 
2 happened the leader of the gang brataily 
said : 


“Come, vow, hurry up. I’ve come to take 
the gal away, and as I thought the old man 
might object I just laid him ont on the staré. 
Nosnivelling, now, but get breakfast ready and 
then prepsre to go with me.” 

The mother was so overcome that she dropp- 
ea into a chair and began moaning and weep- 
ing. It was a terrible shock to the girl, but she 
realized from the first moment that if she was 
to be saved from the fate planned for her she 
must save herself. She therefore went ahead 
with the preparations for the meal, and about 
the time the men were told to sit down to the 
table the mother hobbled out and sat down be- 
side the dead body of her husband, so dazed 
and terrified that she could not shed a tear, 
After the first shock the girl began to plan 
agsinst the gang,and every move made by the 
mtn was narrowly watched. As the place was 
isolated they had no fear of being disturbed, 
and took matters very leisurely. They talked of 
the shooting of Benton as coolly asif they had 
only fired upon a dog, and es they drew up to 
the table Cummerford observed : 

“Ought to have hit him about two iaches low- 
er, but it wasn’t so bad for snap shot. Kiader 


serry for the old woman, but she'll feel better” 


after we fling the bodyintotheriver. Say, gal, 
how @’ye like me, any way? You orter be proud 
of such a manas Jack Cummerford!”’ 

“Come. Jack, be a bit easy on her until we 
git afloat,” remarked one of the others, 

“O, sartin,”’ chuckled the outlaw. ‘“She’s 


| kind ’fraid of me now, but she'll soon be prond 


of her_busband, Rather pooty gal, Hattie is. 
Sorry I didn’t come last week, but my motto is 
to attend to bizness fust. Say, gal, don’t be 
afeard to langh if you feel like it!” 

Cummerford had brought his rifle or carbine 
to the house, while the others had left their 
firearms aboard the boat. The carbine leaned 
against the wall in the rear of the men, and 
just as they got fairly to eating the girl exim- 
ined it sufficiently to note that the chamber 
contsined four or five bullets. No sooner was 
she certain of this than she snatched it op, and 
sprang out doors, and as she ran for her mother, 
who wasin the direct line of the boat, she called 
to leave the bedy and Lasten aboard the craft. 
Dazed as she was, the mother did not hesitate a 
atont complying, and she was aboard befvre 
any of the outlaws came out. When they did 
ay pear it wes to find the girl with the carbine 
at an aim, covering the mother's retreat, and 
walking slowly backward herse!f, Tae ruffians 
were all upset for the moment. Then Cam- 
merford eprang into the cabin after the dead 
man’s rifle, and when ho reappeared he brought 
if to bis face and commanded the girl, who was 
by that time on board the shanty boat and try- 
ing to cast off the line tocome ashore. She paid 
him not the least attention, and he coolly fired 
at her head, The bullet drew blood from the 
edge of her right ear, and in retaliation she 
picked up the carbine and fired an off hand 
shot, which killed the man who stood on the 
right of Cummerford. The recoil of the heavy 
piece knocked her down, but before they could 
rush upon her the mother seized an ax and cat 
the line, and the boa’ floated away on the 
current. 

Commerford ran back into the cabin after 
ammunition, but before he found it the boat 
was half a mile below the house, and when he 
opened fire the women sheltered themgelves in 
the cabin. As fast as he could load and fire he 
fired upon the boat, hoping that a stray shot 
might wound or kill. ‘The girl made no reply 
until the current carried the float into a tree 
i on the ct ing side of the stream. Then, 
when the outlaws began to prepare to swim or 
float off to it she opened fire from the thres or 
four loaded revolvers hanging in the cabin, and 
did such good shooting as to force them to 
abandon the attempt. 

Had it been coming on dark the two men 
would dcubtless haye found means to recover 
the boat and recapture the women, but the craft 
had not been detained more than an hour in 
the tree top, when a government survey party 
ceme slong and were soon in possession of all 
the particulars. The women were taken off, 
the beat was stripped of its plunder, and then 
the structure was given over to the flames. 
During the time two men were landed to hant 
for the wretches, but like the cowards they 
were they left the locality with all possible 
specd, and Cummerford was not heard of again 
until killed in a fight at Arkansas Post.

SAVANNAH, Ga., May 21.—[Special.]—Your 
correspondent is able to give you the fall de- 
tails of the saving of Leggeti’s life, for his 
death has not yet been compassed, though 
his neck has been in the hangman's n003¢, 

William Clifton, bis faithful attorney, re- 
ceived on Wednesday night—or rather Thurs- 
@ay morning the Sth instant—telegrams 
from Governor Gordon informing him of Leg- 
gett’s respite for thirty days. These he start- 
ed with for Tatnall county on Thursday 
afternoon. It was generally understood 
throvghout the county that the execution 
would take place in the forenoon of the next 
day. The sun was not two hours high when 
when people began arriving in the town, some 
cn foot, others on horseback, and many in the 
creeker carts. The ecaffold had been erected in 
a field a cuarter of a milo from the village. 
Thither the crowd moved, aud steadily grew 
in nowbers. 

GOFS TO THE GALLOWS. 

Leggett was given breakfast at 7 o'clock, 
and shortly afterwards a minister of tho gos- 
pel was admitted to his cell. The condemued 
man talked of the murder of his wife, said 
that he was sorry for itand expressed a hope 
of forgiveness. He had not received any in- 
timation that a reprieve would be granted in 
his case, and he went about preparing to pay 
the penalty of his crime. At 10:30 he was 
handcnficd, fand surronnded by deputy sher- 
iffs, was driven to the scaffold. Fully 1,500 
people had collected there, and an immense 
crowd followed Leggett and his guards from 
the town. Dozens of men and boys hai 
climbed up into the trees to get a better view. 
Hundreds more swarmed over the carts, stand- 
ing up on the wheels, seats, anywhore and 
everywhere that a foothold offered. 

THE BLACK CAP, 


The jesting lulled as the prisoner ascended 
the scaffold, but still a low buzz of excited 
comment arese from the throng. After a few 
minutes of prayer and a short confession from 
the murderer, the sheriff slipped the noose 
over Leggett’s head, carefully tightened the 
repe around his neck, and adjusted the knot. 
Then the black cap was put on, and pulled 
down over the prisoner’s face. He had walk- 
ed uponthe gallows with a firm step, and 
showed little sign of nervousness in his voice 
ss he tang and prayed. He did not falter 
when placed on the fatal trap, and held his 
hands quietly behind his back to have them 
tied tegether. His ankles were next bound 
tightiy with a stout rope. 

CLIFION'S RIDE. 

Mr. Clifton was in his bed in Savannah 
Gordon granting a respite. When 
the aitorney left the train at Johnston’s sta- 
tion, on the Savannah, Florida and Western 
railway, he had forty-five miles to drive 
throngh a country not noted for its good roads. 
The breaking of a trace or an axle or anything

“Mr. Sheriff, I have here a msesage from 
Governor Gordon, directed to you.” 

.“Comge this way and let me see it immediate- 
Jy~answered back the sheriff.

Every one held his breath. The crowd divided 
and made way for the lawyer to pass to the 
foot of the gallows. The sheriff glanced hast- 
ily at the telegram, and dropped the hatchet 
which he held in his hand. 

“Go upon the scaffold, Clifton, and read it 
to us,” cried a thousand voices. m 

Tatnall is the attorney’s native county. 
Everybody down there knows him, and 
there was not a man “in the crowd 
who did not recognize his tall broad 
form as he _ elbowed his way to 
the sheriff, Many a time in 
his life had the lawyer heard the cry, ‘Take 
the stage,’ but never before under such cir- 
enmetances. 

MR, CLIFTON EXPLAINS. 


Taking ex-Senator Mattox bythe arm, Mr. 
Clifton stepped briskly up on the platform, 
and without waiting for Leggett to be un- 
bound read the dispatch from Governor Gor- 
don granting a respite for thirty days. ‘‘This 
is authentic,” the speaker added, and he real 
another telegram addressed to himself, to the 
effect that areprieve had been granted. He 
then read a third dispatch, inquiring if the 
firet and second had been received. The tele- 
grams had a magical effect upon the crowd.

LEGGETT REJOICES, 

Leggett stocd at first as though paralyzad, 

being unable to believe what his ears heard. 
Then when it dawacd upon him 
that he was not to die, ha 
made frantic efforts to be released. The cap 
and noose was quickly removed, and ha fe!) 
down on his knees and poured out thanks to 
his God and hisattorney. His bonds were cut 
and he was led away <eclaring that he loved 
his lawyer moreithan any one in ths world. 
The scene was one not witnessed twice in a 
life time, except in the last act of some dramas 
on the mimic stage where a courier rushes on 
breathless from the wings and hands the 
heavy man in the play a pardon for the hero. 
The crowd was disappointed, but it seers per- 
fectly well satisfied that the affair had taken 
the turnit did. Mr, Clifton was a sort of hero 
and in less than an hour petitions were being 
signed asking the governor to commute Leg- 
gelt’s sentence to imprisonment for life,

The Study of English. 

Harvard is still leading the way, among 
colleges in this country, in the development 
oi English courses. Harvard begun the rev- 
olution when it made Greek and Latin elec- 
tive. It has gone even farther than this, 
snd has announced additional courses in the 
English department. 

Heretofore, these courses have been open 
only to special students. One is devoted to 
the Bible considered in its literary aspects; 
another to the English drama ontside ol 
Shakspeare; and another to general litera- 
ture from Shakspeare to Dryden, 

It is to be supposed that the literary study 
of the Bible willbe confined to the King 
James version—the most remarkable exam: 
ple of English ever written. The style of 
this version, and even its verbage, have en- 
tered more largely into the common life than 
any other piece of English, and it affurds to 
students the most perfect writing to be 
found in our literature. Those who study 
English cannot afford to neglect the King 
James version of the Bible; and it is a great 
pity that all our students and colleges do 
bot introduce it in their literary course. 


A Terrible Leeson. 

The shooting of the incendiary agitator, 
Hoover, at Warrenton, will doubtless teach 
the enemies of law aud order a salutary les- 
son. 

In the north and west there are thousands 
of men like Hoover. They organize socie- 
ties, take an active part in elections, aud 
boldly threaten a social warfare in which 
dynamite bombs and torches will play a 
prominent part. Heret:fore they have 
met with but slight opposition on the part 
of the. authorities, and in some instances 
this policy of delay ha; led toserious results, 

When men of the Hoover stripe go among 
ignorant people in the south, advising them 
to demand impossible things, and to burn 
and destroy everything within reach if their 
requests are not granted, they will fiad that 
every good citizen is fur the time beiag 
judge, jury and executioner. 

Our slow-goiny, conservative people de- 
plore anything that savors of lawlessness, 
but the instinct of self-preservation will 
have iis way. Itisabad thing to appeal 
to the shot gun in the interests of peace, but 
when we find men sneakinvg about in the 
dark plotting murder and arson we cannot 
afford to waste-time in considering ways 
and means. Buckshot should not be re- 
sorted to exceptin an emergency, {but it 
must be admitted thatunder some circum. 
stances buckshot would fill the bill very 
satisfactorily. 

The Warrenton aflair will teach our pub- 
lic enemies that we are determined at all 
hazards to suppress anything like anarchy 
and communism in the south. If wecan do 
it without bloodshed, so much the better; 
but if men will turn themselves into mad 
dogs they must expect to suffer the conse- 
quences. The Warrenton way of doing 
things is the very opposite of the Chicage 
method, but it will pan out better. Chi- 
cago waited until her Hoovers slaughtered 
her bravest policemen, and after a year’s de- 
lay the murderers have not been brought to 
the gallows, and the matter is looming up 
asaproblem. Now, there is no problem in 
the Warrenton affair, It was settled at the 
beginning, and settled forever. There will 
never be another Hoover in that locality.

COLONEL JACK HAYS. 


A Typical Texas Ranger--His Regiment in 
Mexico, 

In the life of Colonel John (Jack) C. Hays, 
being printed in the Belton News, the appearance 
of the Texas Rangers,as they seemed when in Mex- 
ico in the service of the United States, is described: 

After the capture of the City of Mexico by the 
United States forces, a correspondent writing from 
that place in December, 1847, says: Jack Hays and 
his Texas Ravgers, with their old-fashioned maple- 
stocked rifies lying across their saddles, the butts 
of two large pistols sticking out of holstersand a 
pair of Colt’s six-shooters belted around their 
waists, making fifteen shots tothe man. There are 
only 500 men in the regiment. Colonel Hays says 
there was a thousand in reality, and, summing 
them all up, they have only got 7,500 shots. 
The Mexicans have a more holy horror of 
them than thry have of the evil saint him- 
self. It isreally surprising that men with sucha 
reputation should be among the very best discip- 
lined troops in the army inany way; but the greas- 
ers must not interfere with them, as wasillustrated 
this evening. Almost an hour after some of them 
were quietly passing through one of the streets, 
whena crowd of Leperos gathered around them 
and commenced tbrowing stones, the result of 
which was that in a very few minutes there were 
several dead Mexicans lying in the street. An- 
other eye witness oftheentrance ofthe Texas 
rangers in one of the Mexican cities gives the fol- 
lowing graphic description of theevent: “They 
rode, some sideways, some standing up, some by 
the reverse flank, some face tothe rear, someon 
horses, some on as‘ees, some on mustangs, som2on 
mules. On they came, rag, tag, and bobtail, pell 
mell and helterskelter; the head of one 
covered with a slouched hat, that of an 
other with a .tewering cocked hat, a third 
bareheaded, while twenty others had caps 
madefof the skins of every variety of wild and 
tame beasts. A nobler setof fellows than those 
same Texan tatter-demalions never unsheathed a 
sword in their countries’ altar; young, vigorous, 
kind, generous and brave, they purposely dressed 
themselves ix this garb to prove to the world that 
they were neither regulars nor volunteers, but 
Texas Rangers, as free and unrestrained as the air 
they breathe. Hays’s men entered the city of 
Aztecs and approached the balis of the Montezumas, 
as at this place the objects of universal curiosity. 
The sides of the streets were lined with spectators 
of every hue and creed, from the major-general of 
the North American army to the Mexican beggar. 
Quietly they moved along, not a word spoken; 
they seemed unconscious that they were the ob- 
served of all observers, The trees in their own 
native forests would have attracted as much 
attention as they seemed to bestow upon 
anything aroundthem. They seemed tosay, ‘We 
have seen men and been in cities before.’ The 
difference between their entry into the city of 
Mexicoand thatwhichI have described was a 
mere freak of theirown. In each place they acted 
their part well. After entering the city they had 
proceeded some distance without being molested, 
but the temptation at length became too great for 
a Mexican to withstand, and one standing on the 
sidewalk jhrew a stone at the head of one of the 
Rangers. As usual with a Mexican, he overahot 
his mark and took off the cap of hisiatended vic- 
tim without injuring him. Never was a guilty act 
mre instantly punished; it wasthe laststone he 
ever threw; for quicker than thought a flash was 
seen, a report wa®@ heard and the offender fell dead, 
The ranger replaced his pistol in his belt, reclaim- 
ec hiscap and rodeon. Ere long another stone 
was thrown and another greaser launched 
into eterniiy. During all th's tixe no 
roisce was heard, no disturbance was perceivable, 
i — never halted and the ranks were uu-

WHAT, IS BEING DONE FOR THS 
APPROACHING FAIR. 


Sixty Men at Work Clearing Up the Grounds-@Bhe 
Bichmord and Danville Busy on Cheir Bide- 
Trecks and Trestle- Contract Closed .: 
for the Main Buiiding. Btc. 

Work is progressing rapidly at Piedmont 
Park and in all departments of the fair. Pres- 
ident Kingsberry has a force of sixty mon at 
work cleaning up the grounds, cutting out the 
under shrubbery and beautifyiag the park. 

The Richmond and Danville company has a 
large force at work on the trestle and oa the 
grade for the side-track. The trestle timbers 
are now being fitted and will be put in place 
early in the week. Mr. Berkeley, superintend- 
ent of the Air Line road,is satisfied that he 
will have the track ready for hanling the 
heavy timbers of the main building. In the 
meantime he will discharge timber by the car 
load on the groundsas itis needed. Eightcars 
oflumber have already arrived for the fence 
and work will be begun on that to-morrow. 

Mr. Squire, who has the contract for mak- 
ing the track, ig under bond 


to finish it in fifty days, and guarantees to 


move not less than one thousand cubic yards 
of dirt per day. This takesa considerable force 
of men. The track will be made on the bast 
model and will be a perfect track when finish. 
cd. The bed of the track will be sixty feet 
and home stretch eighty feet. 

Mr, Peck has closed the contract for all the 
lnmber for the main building and says he will 
bave it finished in sixty days, He expects to 
have a force of two hundred men at work and 
they will run it up very rapidly. Mr. Nor- 
man now has in hand plans for the other 
buildings, which will be very handsome, and 
all of which will be under contract in two 
weeks from today. 

The directors are casting everything for a 
big fair.

REQUISITION FOR BLACK WOOD. 


Attorney-General Earle’s Opinions ‘on the 
Subject—Will it be Honored. 

For a common, every day criminal, Freder- 
ick A. Blackwood, the South Carolina forger, 
has received a heaptof newspaper notoriety of 
late.

A few days ago an application for a requisi- 
tion for Blackwood was forwarded from Rich- 
mond county, but owing to some informality 
in the papers they were returned. 


They came back all right yesterday, and the 
formal requisition for Blackwood was issued. 

Will it be honored? 

There seems to be considerable doubt con- 
cerning this point, though why there should 
be it is hard to imagine. Blackwood is a fagi- 
tive from Georgia justice, and there is no reason 
in the world why Governor Richardson should 
refuse to give him up to the Georgia authori- 
ties. Butitseems likely that he will do so. 
A few days ago Attorney-General Earle, of 
South Carolina, was interviewed at Augusta. 
In the course of his remarks he said that ifa 
requisition for Blackwood were issued, it would 
doubtless be referred to him, and if this is done 
he (Earle) will certainly advise that it be re 
fused. The presurhpiion is that the “youngest 
attorney-general in the United States” hopes 
to heal the wounded honor of Soath Carolina 
in this wav.

| dence.]—Henry J, Jackson has not made much 


stir in the world. In official circles his name 
has been well known here for many, many 
years, but throughout the country fame has 
not given him his deserts, He isa short stout 
man of middle age, with genial blue eyes, a 
complexion ruddy and wholesome, a head that 
is growing bald and a moustache of modost 
dimensions and brickish hue. His position is 
of such importance that were he an oriest:l 
among orientals he would be called somothing 
like “the bearer ofthe keys of the west,” or 
‘the keeper of the gate of liberty.” H-’ re in 
our humdrum practical way, we call him the 
superintendent of Castle Garden. He has had 
that post thirteen years, and in that time has 


weleomed and taken charge of three million, 


one hundred and sixty-five thousand immi- 
grants, or nearly ss many persons as there are 
in London, or in the citiesof New York, Vienns 
and Paris combined. 

My gracious! Whata man heis. For twan- 
ty years he has’studied immigration as a science 
aud studying that is studying the nations of 
the earth; itisstudying human nature; it is 
studying the greatest revolution man has ever 
undergone. He knows the peoples of the earth, 
as you or ] know a colozxcd man or a Hebrew, 
when we see one. He points you out asavo- 
yard or a Belgravian and tells you ail about 
him—whkat he is good for, what sort of a place 
he comes from, whether he is apt to have

It was about five years ago that the world was 
shocked by the accounts of the cruelty aad 
oppression the Jews were sufferingin Ras:ia. 
Something stated them to tis shore 
and they came  opell mell. Taey 
came without money, without trades, expect: 
ing to live as objects of charity and avers» to 
working—a filthy, ragged, ignorant, comp.ain- 
irg, discontented horde. They would have 
had toturn right ebont face but ferthe He- 
brew Aid society, which was formed here to 
care for them and equipped with half a million 
Goliars. Seven hundred of them were kept in 
idleness on Ward's island foratime. A lot 
were sent to Vineland, N. J., to till the soil. 
Everything failed, and eventually nearly all 


were seut back and the supply cut itgelf of 


short. 
A GLIMPSE OF CASTLE GARDEN, 

But let us stand at the window and look 
down atthe throng pouring in from the barges 
which have emptied the ships. What a bzaa- 
tiful first sight of the country these people all 
get. They have sailed up the grand and pict- 
nresque harbor with its green and rustic 
shores and have halted at the battery, now 
radiant with spring blossoms and gaudy with 

beds of gay flowers. The park is full of people 
sunning themselves, the air is laden with 
floral odors, the harbor is bustling with steam 
craft, the noble Hudson spreads away before 
them and the statue of liberty holds its torch

“Weare haying a rush now,” hesays. “The 
new comers for the year will foot up 409,000 
at thisrate, or 30,000 in excess of the highest 
recent numbers.

It was just go 
during the war and after the panic before the 
war. The people who aro here keep their 
friends and relatives in Europe continually 
posted as to the money and labor market and 
the general conditions here, and itis quite ev- 
ident that just now they are predicting a long 
season of prosperity for us,” 

It would bea wonder if Mr. Jackson were 
not an interesting man, for, beyond all ques- 
tien, Castle Garden is the most interestiag in- 
stitution we have. It is interesting in the 
greatest variety of ways. in the first placo it 
is an old fort, a massive pillbox of brown stone 
and brick left just as it was built to beat the 
British, and beating them itis ioday, a groat 
deal more effectually with its port-holes board- 


ed up and its cannons taken away andits huge | 


feot-thick doors swung open to all creation 

than when it was the martial mien. It isan 
old fort ard it looks like a military prison. It 
is ali open to the roof and its floor is railed of 
into four pens. When you see it filled with 
crude and helpless humanity, driven hore 
and there, shouted at, correlled, marched 
about, cross-questioned or else lying all about 
the floors and settees with bread and cheese to 
eat and bundles and trunks to look after, if it 
dces not make you stare nothing will. And 
when you see the friends of the immigrants, 
their brothers, the priests and the aldermen 
and the contractors, clad in broad cloth with 
their wives in siiks and with carriages outside 
in the park, coming down to carry off the 
greenhorns as they were themselves carried of 
ten or twenty years ago—well, if that does not 
eet you to thinking nothing ever will. Your 
thinking apparatus wiil never get you a living 
if that Goes not stir if up. 

Mr. Jacksdn and I went toa window in th? 
wall and looked down at the garden the other 
day. It smells better when you 
haye a closed wirdow between you and 
it. The Umbria had jastcomein from Eng- 
lard with 200 immigrants, and a French 
stenxcer had brought 900, That was a cue to 
set Mr. Jackson talking about how immigrg- 
tion has changed since twenty or twenty-five 
years ago when the Irish were the main sup- 
ply, ana sent 165,000° out.of a total of 239,000. 
Now the Germans lead with 73000 last year, 
against 36,000 Irish. Bat we are continually 
tapping new countries now-a-days. This year 
there is a remarkableemigration from Finland. 
Robust, strong farmer fellows are these Fin- 


We have teen the swarm of menani wo- 
men filing into the old fortress; we failed to 
notice the doctors at the gates; they are scan- 
ning each immigrant closely. One sees a crip- 
ple, and commands him to step aside; another 
see8 & pregnant woman, and she too, must bo 
questioned later. Tho crowd pushes on and is 
squeezed betweena railing and the desks. 
Each immigrant must answer the «questions 
the clerks put to her, and her avswers must 
all be written down, for the commissioners of 
emigration are obliged to look afser these 
newcomers for one year after they land, and 
they propose to know something about them. 
Then the immigrants are pushed along to the 
desks of the money-changers and get Uncle 
Sam’s money for Kaiser William’s or Franz 
Josef’s, or King Humbert’s. But it is surpris- 
ing how many say, “We changed our money 
at home.” It seems that now they can get 
greenbacks at any European port. Next they 
come to the desks of the railroad ticket agen's. 
A few have made no provision to get to their 
destinations in the west but very many bring 
with them orders for exactly the tickets they 
want, having bought the orders of railway or 
steamship agents in Europe. Once past the 
railroad desks all are herded again in a second 
great pen.

In the meantime, a man with the most tremen- 
dcus lungs—lurgs that would get him a for- 
tune as the tooter for a Bowery museum—is 
high inairon a d calling out “Ma-a-ry 
Madigan,” “Israel Ja-a-a cobs,” “Pe-e-e-e-ter 
Pilsky,” and so oyforan hour. These are the 
nemes of immi ts whose friends and rela- 
tives are waiting for them in a room outside 
the fort. : ; 

Some women emp’oyed for the purpose ara 
silently moving through the crowd loosing for 
any who ere about to become mothers, At least 
a hundred a yearof this sort, who are not 
wives, are found in the Garden. Their state- 
ments are taken and itis almost invariably 
found that the men who wronged them ara in 
Europe and have paid their passage to America 
and promised to join them soon. All these 
weeping miserables are sent back to their 
nemes in Europe. So are the cripples for 
whori 20 one will be responsible, and so are 
the paupers and the chronic invalids who have 
no means and no plans that will keep them 
from being charges O11 the people. 

I knew of a young 1:40,a German, who 
came here, and after two yeais Of ill-lack and 
misery, scraped together money eiicug to go 
bome with and gladly shook the dust of A mer- 
ica from his shoes. I asked Mr. Jackson if he 
came across many such, 

“Very few, indeed,” was his answer. “Most 
immigrants have burned their: bridges behind 
them and would not be welcomed back. They 
are ashamed to return, even ifthey could, and 
they will work harder here to geta living and 
to succeed than they ever would have done at 
home.”

the feet. The Scandinavians are making a 
stempede to America. Norway and Sweden 
are spareely populated, but their people are 
coming at the rate of 40,000 a year. They ap- 
pear to bring more money with them than any 
other nationality. 


Nothing is more important or more difficult 
to get at than this question of who briags 
money and how much they bring. Mr. Jack- 
son says that every conceivable way of finding 
has been tried, but the authorities always have 
to fallback on vague conjecture. You can’t 
atk the immigrants. Imagine what you would 
eay or think or do if, while you are waiting for 
a train in a railroad depot, some one asked you 
how much money you had about you. But 
this is how they guess. You see all the poople 
from the Umbria are passing from the first left 
hard pen to the second, and all from the 
French steamer folks from the first right hand 
pen to the second. They pass on either 
side of a great hollow square of desks 
The first clerke they come to ask each one 
what is his or her name, age, birthplace and 
destination. .Thesecond set of clerks, is at- 
the morney-changers’ desk. They change all 
the foreign money into yankee scrip, at the 
current Wall street rates. In that way, thsy 
see what they call the “boodle” of each na- 
tionality. They say that the Scandinavians 
have the most money, the Germans next, and 
so on down past the Austrians and the Poles 
tothe lish and Italians. The Meanonites 
were 2 solid lot; they have pretty well stoppod 
coming now. They filed along most plentifully 
between 1872 and 1882 and are all out in Da- 
kota and Nebraska farming. They came from 
the rich Rogsian grain country around the 
Black sea.

It was the custom of our commanding offi- 
cers after a hard day’s march, if we chanced to 
go into camp near the residence of some wells 
to-do citizen, to have a guard detailed to sit up 
with the premises of “said citizen during the 
night, or solong as we might remain in the 
neighborhood to see that his goods and chat- 
tels and chickens were not molested.

How an Unknown Soldier Boy Died. 

The followivg from my diary of war inci- 
dents bas been withheld from the public for 
two reason: First, I loved the lost cause too 
much, to have any more shame and reproach 
ascribed to its military oflicers; second, by this 
time the dear mother and father of the blae- 
eyed boy have passed away, believing he had 
lest his life fighting for the cause that was 
dear tothom. A brother or sister may read 
this sad incident and trace where his body lies. 
We had been on a forced march all night 
through the deep sard, having evacuated the 
city of Savannah the evening before. We 
crossed the pontoon on the Sonth Caro'ina side 
and marched a few miles above Sisters ferry 
ard halted to rest. Nextcame the glad news 
that all danger of captureby a large federal 
furce, Which had made demonstrations to cut 
uscoff atthe above named ferry, was over. 
There was a loud shout and an order 
to rest at ease. General Hardee’s 
command consisted of detached men from all 
parts of the army besides Joe Brown’s old men 
and boys. The night of the evacuation, I 
think, General Wright was placed in command, 
The boy I spesk of was unknown to any of us 
in my command. He marched beside me most 
of the night, full of fun and jokes. His eyes 
were deep blue and he had light hair. I think 
he was about seventeen years old. During the 
night a light rain had fallen and it was custom 
to fire cff all guns that were wet. Someoneup 
the libe commenced the firing, and gradually it 
reached where we were resting. I discharged 
my gun, believing the order had been given. 
The boy had bursted several caps on his gun, 
and had just placed a fresh cap on when I heard 
the cr‘er “cease firing.” A mounted offfcer had 
dathed up with an aimed pistol. The boy did 
not observe him, and fired his gun, “Crash” 
went a bullet through his brain from the offi- 
cer’s pistol. In aninstant the officer dashed 
up the line. Some of the boys shouted “shoot 
him!” but no guns were loaded. We burried 
the boy in the sand with our bayonets, Tho 
officer was seen no more, which was best for 
him, Ex-CONFEDERATE,
